USDA’s mid-year cattle 
inventory report released 
July 26 shows stockmen 
once again are in the 
driver’s seat. 

The report showed 93% 
as many catle and calves on 
farmB and ranches as of July 
1. 1978, as compared with 
the some time lost year. 
There was an estimated 
121.575 million cattle and 


calves reported this year, 
compared with 139.195 
million head last year. 

The number of heifers, 
steers and bulls under 600 
lb. was 91% of a year ago, 
and this year’s calf crop is 
expected to be 96 % of a year 
ago. 

Most of the USD A figures 
were slightly below earlier 
predictions by the trade.

Retailers marketing beef more aggressively 


Supermarkets across the 
nation appear to be more 
willing to advertise higher 
value beef cute recently 
than earlier in Che year, an 
eleven-city LFM retail beef 
survey indicates. 

For example, a chain 
store in Atlanta featured 
T-bone and sirloin for the 
first time in more than two 
months, a source in the 
meat department said. An 
Indianapolis meat manager 
said stores in his chain were 
more aggressive in mer¬ 
chandising hoef during the

4 million 

Heifers and heifer calves 
on feed reached a record 
high 4.01 million head, 20% 
more than last year and 
18% greater than 1076, the 
July 1, 23 state cattle on 
feed report reveals. 

- Lots in the 23 major 
feeding states held 10.9 
million cattle and calves for 
slaughter on July 1, 12% 
more than a year earlier but 
7% below April 1978. 
During April through June 
6.53 million were placed on 
feed, a record high, and 9% 
above the same quarter in 
1077. 

Other disappearance was 
estimated at 7S4,Q00, leav¬ 
ing net placements of 6.80 
million. 

Marketings of fed cattle 
ip the April-JUne quarter 
amounted to 6.69 million, 
up 7% and 11% from those

factor in selling most meat. 
Meat sales in most cities 
dropped off with extended 
hot weather throughout the 
nation. 

In the east, sources report 
little change from two 
weeks ago. A spokesman for 
a large chain in Tampa said 
sales slowed because cus¬ 
tomers had less money at 
the end of the month. Beef 
movement at a suburban 
Boston store remained well 


behind last year. Pork sales 
were about normal and 
reported to be excellent In 
Tampa. 

Midwest beef sales con¬ 
tinue to move well. In St, 
Paul, a source said he was 
surprised at what he called 
"tremendous chicken 
movement." He attributed 
It to higher beef and pork 
prices, although the red

Senate opens ‘Agri-gate’ to payoffs 


Congressional action to 
stop USDA from subsidiz¬ 
ing witnesses, a practice 
first revealed publicly by 
Western Livestock Journal, 
took a thumping last week 
when the Senate Appropri¬ 
ations Subcommittee on 
Agriculture and Related 
Agencies deleted an a- 
mendment adopted on the 
House floor that would have 
prohibited USDA and FDA 
from paying witnesses to 
testify at public hearings. 

The surprise Senate 
subcommittee action comes 
on the heals of hearings in 
the House concerning 
recent policy decisions 
within USDA. The ranking 
minority member on the 
committee that oonducted 
those hearings has told 
Western Livestock Journal 
he is concerned there may 
be a scandal within USDA.. 

. "In fact, some people are 
saying we've had Water¬ 
gate, then Korea-gate, 
and now Agri-gate," Con¬ 
gressman Keith G. Sebelius 
(Kan,) told Western Live¬ 
stock Journal. 


Sebelius was appointed to 
a special panel to investi¬ 
gate possible improprieties. 
Other special panel mem¬ 
bers are Jack Hightower, 


(D-Texas), and Glenn Eng¬ 
lish, (D-Okla.). 

Sebelius said that in the 
hearing, Foreman and 
FSQS administrator Robert 


House approves beef referendum 
amendment with farm credit bill 

The House has approved the farm credit bill with an 
amendment that would allow the cattle industry to 
establish a beef check-off program by simple majority 
vote of beef producers, 

The beef referendum amendment was added to the 
farm credit bill by Robert Dole [R-Kon.]. The House- 
Senate conference adopted the amendment over the 
objections of Fred Richmond (D-N.Y.J, (he National 
Farmers Union and the Consumer Federation of 
America. 

Richmond, the only urban Democrat on the House 
agriculture committee, tried to delete the check-off 
amendment from the bill, claiming it would add $50 
million to retail beef prices. 

The National Cattlemen's Assn, proposed the beef 
check-off program ..which would authorize, beef 
producers to designate an assessment on each head of 
cattle sold. The fund would be used tti finance beef 
industry research and promotion. The new amendment 
can go into effect with a majority yes vote by cattle 
producers. Last year 56% of the nation's cattlemen 
approved the check-off, Bhort of the current two-thirds 
majority requirement. 


Angelotti admitted taking 
part in numerous actions 
Sebelius said could be 
construed as conflicts of 
interest. 

"Ms. Forman and Ange¬ 
lotti admitted they contract¬ 
ed with the Consumer 
Federation of America for 
an economic impact study 
on the Department’s pro¬ 
posal to change the way 
meat weights are recorded 
on labels.

"Ms. Foreman said the 
government contract was 
awarded to tho CFA so that 
they could get an objective, 
unbiased study more quick¬ 
ly than it could be done by 
her own USDA staff.

Consumer Federation has 
already testified in-favor of 
the USDA proposal at a 
public hearing before the

NBIF members 
ok increase in 
beef checkoff 

Citing an ever-increasing 
need for beef consumer 
education, research and 
promotion, the cattlemen 
and feeders comprising the 
Nebraska Beef Industry 
Foundation (^BIF) have 
approved an Increase In the 
Nebraska beef checkoff 
from 10 cents to 26 cents 
beginning Sept. 1. 

The checkoff is a beef 
industry supported fund 
collected from cattlemen 
with the cooperation of 
auction markets, packers 
and private individuals 
within the state, NBIF said. 

"Our ability to fight the 
battles cattlemen need to 
win is simply too feeble to 
do the job," M.D. Shep¬ 
herd, NBIF president, said. 
"With so many do-gooders 
and government bureau¬ 
crats getting into the act, 
the scope of our task is 
mushrooming. Yet we’re 
still operating with the 
amount of money that was 
insufficient several years 
ago." 

Under the new level, 16 
cents of the quarter checkoff 
would go directly to the 
National Live Stock and 
Meat Board, Shepherd said. 
Eventually, over two-thirds 
of the funds collected go to 
the Meat Board for national 
nutrition research/ promo¬ 
tion, consumer education 
and media work.

Tho process could doubio 
tho effectiveness of pesti¬ 
cides while making them 
infinitely safer for handlers. 
And tho reduced toxicity 
should speed up tho govern¬ 
ment approval process. 

Microencapsulated pestl- 
-ides were developed by 
Ponnwait Corp. The first 
posticide successfully en¬ 
capsulated was methyl 
parathion, markoted aa 
PENNCAP-M In 1974. This 
/ear such products are 
*x pocted to reach 22% of all 
*f Pennwalt’s agricultural 
diemical sales. 

Currently there is state 
■egistrntion of microencap- 
mlated parathion and ex¬ 
perimental permits for dla- 


zinon and resmethrin. 

The capsules are tiny, 
only one-thousandth of an 
inch in diameter, and sus¬ 
pended in water until use. 
During manufacturing, tho 
pesticldo Is agitated with 
part of tho solution used to 
make the capsule. The solu¬ 
tion is similar to nylon. A 
second solution is added, 
fanning a capsule around 
tho particle of pesticide. 
Since the oily pesticldo Is 
not very soluable in water, it 
remains in tho capsule until 
applied to Crops. Usually 
sprayed, when the water is 
evaporated, the pesticide 
seeps through the capsule 
walls and into the surround¬ 
ing soil or plantUfe. 

The effective life of the 
pesticide is extended due to 
the timed release feature. 
With parathion, the exten¬ 
sion is up to 2 Vt times thB 
usual length. This enables a 
fanner to use half as much 
of the product and get the 


same coverage, claims 
Ponnwait. 

PENNCAP-M is now 
used extensively on alfalfa 
in the west, but has found 
ninny other uses on other 
crops. 

The relative safety is the 
biggest environmental fac¬ 
tor under consideration. 
Recently in an airplane 
crash, a person was doused 
with the encapsulated pesti¬ 
cide but walked away 
unharmed, notes Robert 
Joiner, technical director of 
the Pennwalt food and agri¬ 
culture division. He doubts 
the man would have sur¬ 
vived had it been a normal 
pesticide. 

"Even walking on the 
capsules, you don’t release 
a lot,” he adds.

Meat packing firms charged 
with commercial bribery 


Six aoufehem California 
and two American Samoa 
subsidiary moat packing 
firms, along with tbelr key 
officials, have been charged 
by the USDA with making 
Illegal payoffs to a Safeway 
meat buyer to gain 
preferential treatment in 
the purchase of meat and 
meat food products. 

The charges of commer¬ 
cial bribery are contained in 
an administrative complaint 
filed under the Packers and 
Stockyards Act. USDA 
officials said the alleged 
payments were mads with¬ 
out the knowledge and 
consent of Safeway and that 
the- employee, Charles 
Hayne, is no longer 
employed by the supermar¬ 
ket chain. 

USDA officials said week¬ 
ly payments of $100 or $300 
were made to Hayne from 
Jan. 11,1974, through Aug. 
22, 1976. Hayne was then 
employed as manager of 
Safeway'a Xos Angeles 
division meat buying office 
and was responsible for 
determining the amount of 
meat to be bought and the 
allocation of purchases 
among the packers offering 
meat to Safeway. According 
to the complaint, the 
bribery payments were 
made to Hayne through his 
wife, Ruth. 

Morris Salter, Long 
Bfach, Calif., who formerly 
did business as Salter 
Foods, Inc., and M. Salter 
Meat Co., was a packer 
under the P&S Act and 
allegedly made bribery 
payments to Hayne for 
other* packers named in the 
complaint. USDA charged 
that, in connection with the 
sale of meat to Safeway, ■ 
Salter accepted more than 
$260,000 In illegal broker¬ 
age commissions for eerv- ’ 
ices he never performed. 
Other packing firms cited 
in the complaint ares 
Apex Meat Co., Inc., Los 
Angeles; King Meat Pack¬ 
ing Co., Los Angeles; IJ.F. 
Kneubuhl, Inc., American 
Samoa, and its subsidiary 
Pacifica Foods, American

Monfort considering construction 
of slaughtering plant in Kansas 


Monfurt of Colorado, 
Inc,, has obtained options to 
purchase land in the 
vicinities of two communi¬ 
ties in western Kansas to 
construct a modem slaugh¬ 
ter and fabricating facility 
that would nearly double 
the company's beef produc¬ 
tion, it was announced. 

Kenneth W. Mon fort, in 
an address before the 
Kansas Cattle Feeders 
conference, announced that 
Mon fort of Colorado had 
obtained options on land at 
both Scott City and Oakley, 
Kan. Monfort emphasized, 
however, that construction 
of the company's first 
production facility outside 
the Greeley, Colo., area still 
depended upon a number of 
factors, including financial 
arrangements as well as 
further soil and water 
studies and manpower 
surveys. He said that final 
site selection also depended 
upon agreements with local 
communities regarding a 


number of other factors. 

The new Monfort packing 
plant would have a daily 
slaughter capacity of 1500 
cattle, equivalent to 420,000 
head annually, with projec¬ 
tions to break into fabri¬ 
cated cuts those carcasses 
which meet the company's 
high specifications for 
boxed beef. 

“Meat from the new 
facility will native to the 
northeast, the southeast,
